LoN-noN, Jan. 14. — Tlie Viceroy of 
India, the Earl of lOlgIn, presided to-dny 
at an influential meeting in Calcutta 
called to promote private relief . meas- 
ures. He begged that all disputes 
should cease and that natives and Euro- 
l)eaiis should stand side by side. The 
A''iceroy also alluded to Ciiieen Victoria's 
patronage of and synii)alhy with the 
relief fund. He was warruiy cheered 
and announced that the first list of de- 
ficits amounted to liiO.OOO rupees. Some 
of the native princes also spoke. 

It is stated that Miss Mary Jacob, gov- 
erness ot the Gare^V family, recently ar- 
rested in Yokohama on suspicion of be- 
ing connected with the death by poison, 
of Mr. AValter Raymond Halowell 
Carew, has not confesBed, although an 
announcement to that effect was made 
by the police. It is further stated that 
the trial of I>IrB. Carew, who is charged 
with causing t.he death of her husband 
by administering arsenic, is not finished. 
Miss Jacob, however, has been remanded 
until the 25th inst. 

Private dispatches from Manila say 
that General Bolavija, Captain-Generul 
of the Philippine Islands, is preparing 
combined military and naval operations 
to end the revolt. 

A dispatch from Cavite says that since 
the beginning of the insurrection in the 
Philippines the Spanish have lost 180 
killed and 450 wonnded, while the insur- 
sents have lost 710 killed, 2,170 have 
been arrested and 400 have been de- 
ported. It is further stated that 2,000 
insurcents in the provinces of Bucolan 
and Manila have submitted as a result 
of the promise of pardon held out to 
theiu by General Bolavija. 

The insurgent leader, Andrea Borroto, 
laa been killed in an eiigtigement at 
Y.Tguajiiy, Santa t'lara, Cuba. .Vt noon 
to-day before the reassembled tribunal 
the magistrate read the charges brought 
against Louis Someillan, a native of 
Caba, but an American citizen, whose 
trial on. a charge of rebellion against the 
uovernment, has just been ended. The 
charires were considered to be in all in- 
stances unfavorable to the prisoner and 
SomeillnD was sentenced to' iinprisdn- 
ment for life. Senor Mesa, counsel for 
the defence, will appeal to the Supreme 
court at Madrid on the ground of the 
illegality of the proceedings. 
' A semi-official denial is published in 
Madrid that Spain and the United 
States have arrived at an agreement re- 
garding terms foi the settlement of the 
Cuban question. Senor Canovas says 
that at present there is no (piestiou of 
the introduci ion of reforms in Cuba. 

A Vienna (ii,«patch to the Ciiroiiicle 
says that lOmperor Williani bus accepted 
Emperor Francis Josejih's invitation to 
attend the autumn manoeuvres of the 
army in the north of Hungary.

— (Special) — Thy 
Trilby and Prince of AVales mines in tlie 
south belt near Crown Point owned by a 
Toronto syndicate, represented here by 
John McMartin, the well known railroad 
contractor, to-day ordered of the Inger- 
Boll Giant Drill Company of ^Montreal 
four drill air compressors, a hoist pump 
and boiler for immediate delivery. Both 
the properties are showing up good 
bodies of ore under development. The 
Trilby company is au anomaly in this 
camp for the reason that its capital 
stock is only ^75, in ifl shares. The 
mines (Muld not be bought for less than 
$100,000. ■ 

The Roesland Miner has just received 
a letter from W. £. Estep, of Spokane, 
Washington managing director of the 
Palo Alto Oom{)any, announcing that a 
steam pump an'd hoist will be ordered at 
once for that mine. The Palo Alto stock 
is held principally in Victoria. A eood 
body of pay ore has been found for the 
last forty feet in the eighty-five foot 
shaft. 

The showing on the Southern Belle, on 
Red mountain, v,'hich belongs to the Big 
Three Co., continues to improve. The 
ore body opened up by a drift from the 
tunnel commenced on the Snowshoe con- 
tinues to widen. The ivhole face is now 
ore and only one wall, the lianging is in 
sight. Three average samples to-day 
gave average returns of 10 ounpes in sil- 
ver, $2 in gold and 12 per cent, copper.

THE POPULAR WILL. 

Measure to Be Introduced to Protect Voters 
from Threats ol Ecclesiastical 
Censure, 

Ottawa, Jan. 14.— It is said in well 
infqrtaedf. jBhr^es that constitutional 
means will be taken to place the popular 
branch of the legislature beyond any 
other influence or control than that of a 
free expression of the popular 
will nt the polls, and to vindicate 
the Biipremiiey of the civil author- 
ity in all matters of parliamentary 
representation. A bill, it is understood, 
is now being prepared by a private 
member winch provides iu ell'ect for the 
disenfranchisement of voters wlio are 
allected by any threat of ecclesiastical 
censure carrying with it spiritual pains 
or punishments. It is held that such 
till eats are akin to threats of jier- 
Komil violence and are of a nature 
to justify the proposed measure. The 
bill will provide that a candidate or his 
representative at thepollsmay challenge 
a voter, \vho will then be required by the 
returning ofTicer to make a declata- 
tion under oath that in voting he is not 
complying with any threat involving 
disabilities or spiritual pains and pun- 
ishments. Should he refuse to answer 
his ballot pajior will be withheld and iiis 
vote will not be received.

ONCE MORE IN WASHINGTON. 

Messrs. Charlton niid Farrer Claim to Rep- 
represent Canada in Negotiations 
for Reciprocnl Tarill. 

Bi Ti' Ai.o, Jan. 14. — The Washington 
correspondent of the Commercial tele- 
graphs to-day as follows: " Messrs. John 
Charlton and Edward Farrer, who claim 
to represent the Liberal Government of 
Canada^ are in the city to-day 
to sound the members of the 
ways and means committee with 
reference to a new reciprocity tarill' 
between the United States and Canada. 
They Imdan interview with Mr. Dingley, 
the "('hairman of the committee, this 
morning and diirini; the day they talked 
with aeveral other members of the com- 
mittee. After thoy liave seen all the 
menibera it iy their desire to secure a 
hearing from the full committee, when 
tiiey will set forth in full detail the ad- 
vantages which will result to both coun- 
tries feom such a treaty. 

"Mr. Charlton explains that while any 
tarill' concessions which Canada may 
give the American manufacturers must 
also be given to the British manufactur- 
ers, there is a largo list of goods which 
might be made free to Great Britain in 
an arrangeiucnt lietween Canada and 
the United States, inasmuch as England 
cannot compete Eu.'^cessfully, in -them, 
and to this extent the American manu- 
facturer would control the Canadian 
market. The list includes in a general 
way, sowing ninchines, lire arms, pig 
iron, cotton and brass goods boots 
and shocB, refined petroleum, 
rubber goodfi, electrical apparatus.

MURDER MOST FOUL. 

An Old Trader Shot Near Rouse's Point- 
Attempt to Destroy the Remains. 

MoNTUKAi,, Jan. 14. — A special to the 
S tar from Rouse's Point says that the 
body of a seventy-year-old man named 
Mailloux, from Pittsfleld, Mass., was 
found there. The old man's son and 
daughter i^lentified the remains to-day, 
and New York detectives are investi- 
gating the case, which turned out to b« 
one of foul murder. Mailloux was well 
known between Rouse's Point and Mon- 
treal and was a trader, who usually, 
carried from five hundred to a thousand 
dollars with him. • Up to the time of 
finding his remains it was thought he 
liad gone to Pittsfield. An examination 
shows that he had been shot through the 
head and that .'^onio strong acid had teen 
poured over tlie body as all the flesh luid 
been consumed from the crown of the 
head to that part of the legs covered by 
his socks. A tivo gallon can of sulphuric 
acid was stolen from a printing oflice at 
Rouge's Point at the same time ho disap- 
peared. The body whs identified by a 
gold ring on the bones of the left hand 
and by the teeth.

as port quarantine officer by Dr. R. L 
Fraser. In illustration of the Grit ac 
ceptance of the principle that to the viC' 
tors belong the spoils, the change in the 
direction of quaiantine affairs is pecu- 
liarly interesting, especially aa in the 
.past public officers, by whatever govern- 
fflent appointed, have as a rule been 
continued in service when their nianago- 
mentof the departments committed to 
their care has been unobjectionable. 
There can be no truthful denial that the 
retiring superintendent has zealously 
performed his duties and has devoted 
his best energies to the solution of the 
difficulties presenting themselves in re- 
gard to the safeguarding of the public 
health. This is admitted by all -who 
liave been brought in contact with him 
officially. He retires with the knowl- 
edge that ho has performed his duties 
faithfully and well, and that he has 
thereby earned the approbation of all 
interested in public atlairs. 

In addition to the case of his suecea- 
sion being unusual as an example of 
purely political otHco manipulation, Dr. 
Duncan stands ni the position, fortun- 
ately uncommon in Canada, of a man 
convicted and punished without trial or 
opportunity of defence — for the cliarge 
that has been made the pretext for his 
removal has never even been stated to 
him. 

" On the 4th of May last I waa in- 
structed by wire from the deputy minis- 
ter of agriculture to take cbarge of the 
William Head quarantine station," said 
Vh. Duncan when questioned in this 
connectioQ. " On the 8th of the pres- 
ent month I was notified, again by wire, 
that Dr. Watt had been appointed 
superintendent of quarantine for British 
Columbia. These are the only intimations 
I have had from the department." 

•' But did you not receive notice that 
the order in coancil had been signed ap- 
jiointing you to the position?" was 
asked. 

"I saw by the press reports that this 
had been done, and Mr. Earle. M.P., 
also advised me to the same efl'ect. 1 
then resigned my position aa city medi- 
cal health officer. 

" No, I have never been naked for an 
explanation of any charges against me ; 
norhavelhadanychargea laid before me. 
Some little time ago I received a letter 
from my brother, Rev. W. A. Duncan, 
of Sault Ste. Marie, a life-long Grit by 
the way, enclosing a copy of an order- 
in council passed on October 13 and for- 
warded to him by Hon. Mr. Mulouk. It 
states : 

•"That on the 23rd June last. Dr. 
George II. Duncan was in charge of the 
Isolation hospital in Victoria ; that on 
that day he allowed a suspect liberty be- 
for the period of (piarantine detention, 
14 days, had expired ; and that I ' — the 
memo is signed by Hon. Sydney Fisher, 
minister of agriculture — ' therefore re- 
cotiimend liia dismissal from offiice.' 

" This is the only official information 
I have had in the matter and, as you 
see, I obtained it in a very indirect and 
roundabout way," Dr. Duncan con- 
tinued, " But no sooner had this order- 
in-council been passed than the Liberal 
newspapers in the East published, with- 
out correction by Hon. Mr. Fisher, that 
I had allowed a ' suspect ' just recover- 
ini; from siiiallpox out to vote, and 
therefore had been dismissed ! 

" In regard to the case itself of which 
so much has been said. I wish to again 
<ieny that the public health was in any 
way endangered. I believed the case to 
bo chicken-pox, as it afterwards proved 
to be, though I took all the precaution 
of isolating as for smallpox. Had it 
been gnuiUpox the public health woLikl 
not have been jeopardized. But see what 
the General Superintendent of (Quaran- 
tine, Dr. Montizambert, has to say about 
suspects and vaccination, and place it 
side by aide with this order-in-couricil. 
To quote an ofhciai communication : 

" ' In the case' of those whose arms 
' take ' and also of those who resist vac- 
cination, assurance so^u^times beiioiiics 
so secure that the full routine detentiou 
of 11 days is not essential.' Dr. Oaler, 
one of the leading pathologists of the 
world, in his uji-to-dato text-book on 
niodiciiie says : ' A patient was put in- 
to the hospital by a Montreal physician 
with smallpox; I, feeling sure he had 
not smallpox, (lisiniected him and sent 
him home.' Vet here was a man in the 
smallpox hospital, hot an isolation ward, 
a real suspect ! 

" There is no question in the matter 
The smallest excuse is taken advantage 
of to make a change according to the 
wishes of the leaders of ' the party ' in 
Victoria." 

The subject of quarantine precautions, 
generally being introduced. Dr. Dancan 
was asked if his experience while in 
charge at William Head had induced 
him to make any special recommenda- 
tions, looking to the betterment of quar- 
antine facilities in tlii8|)artof the world. 

" Why, certainly," he replied. "My 
last official report dealt very fully with 
the inspection of vessels entering the 
Dominion through the Straits of Fuca. 
Here are the principal suggestions I 
have had to offer : 

■' Vessels from Oriental ports are and 
have been for some time past inspected 
at William Head, whether bound for 
Victoria or Vancouver. There is no 
reason why the Vancouver bound vessels 
should not continue to be 80 inspected 
at the very gateway of the Dominion 
provided provision be made, aa roughly 
outlined herein, for the performance of 
inspection without delay and therefore 
without loss to ship])ing interests. Tlie 
(IKi'erenco in the course steered by Viui- 
conver bound ami Victoria bound steain- 
(■rs from the Orient is so slight that— 
))rovided the quarantine officers antici- 
pate their coming— having been notified 



as they pass Cape Carmanah signal 
station on'thcir way up the Straits of 
San Juan de Fuca, neither inconvenience 
nor delay need result. 

" In the enforcement o5 regulations in \ 
British, OnlaiaWa^Be everywhere else, 
the two-fold charaiBter of successful 
quarantine must neTOrbe . lost, sight of 
—(1) it must prevent the introduction 
of any contagious or -infectious disease ; 
and (2) it must do so while causing the 
least possible delay to traffic and to 
trade interests. The government has 
furnished and fitted up at William 
Head an admirably located and effici- 
ently equipped quarantine station, and 
this station should on general principles 
be univeisally recognized aa the door to 
bo abut against disease for the protec- 
tion of the health of the Canadian people. 
Under the head of foreign going vessels 
we have only to consider and deal with 
tlioae bound for the cities and 
towns o£ British Columbia. Na- 
naimo'a foreign shipping interests being 
entirely of the one class, coal carriers, I 
should exclude them from consideration 
in the same category as the interests of 
the provincial capital and the two coast 
cities ot the Mainland. 

" Of these, first in importance in their 
relation to the public health are the pas- 
senger steamara plying from the Orient 
or the South aeaa to either Victoria or 
Vancouver. The course o£ the latter— of 
in fact all craft from sea for Mainland 
ports— is after leaving the Straits of San 
Juan de Fuca proper to and past Uis- 
covery island light. This point, the 
quarantine station at William Head,nnd 
tlie point at which the courses of Vic- 
toria-bound and Vancouver-bound ves- 
sels naturally diverge may be taken as 
the angles of a triangle; while the point 
ol' divergence, the quarantine station 
and Victoria may be taken as the angles 
of a serond triangle. It will be noticed 
that if obliged to go direct to William 
Head, Vancouver-bound liners would be 
occasioned hut three miles additional 
steaming. Even this, however, is not a 
necessity. By the improvement of the 
telegraphic signal service between Vic- 
toria and Cape Carmanah, and of the 
telephonic service between Victoria and 
the quarantine atation, the auperintend- 
entof quarantine will 'be enabled to re- 
ceive word of each veaael passing inward 
in ample time to make necessary pre- 
paration lor meeting and boarding her 
off the station with the quarantine 
steamer. 

" The inbound steamer will be obliged 
merely to slow-down luonientarily while 
the olBciai runs alongside, the inspec- 
tion being made while the vessel in- 
spected continues on her course, and on 
its conclusion the inspecting officer re- 
turning to the quarantine station with 
his steamer. The loss of time to the in- 
bound vessel under such conditions 
would be so nominal as to be hardly 
worth consideration. Victoria-bound 
vessels "Should be similarly dealt with, 
the conditions bemg in general respects 
identical.- I would include, too, passen- 
ger steamers from San Francisco in the 
list of veasela requiring to pass inspec- 
tion at William Head, for the reason 
that they are constantly carrying large 
numbers of steerage passengers, contri- 
butions from all parts of the world, who 
may be a source of danger to the public 
health. 

"I would not, however, include the 
steamers from I'uget Sound ports, or col- 
liers passing up to Departure Bay (Na- 
naimo), or Coniox for cargo. The pas- 
senger ateaniers from Puget Sound main- 
tain what is practically a ferry service, 
and it would bo a misinterpretation of 
the principle of quarantine to impose 
upon them all the conditions necessarily 
employed in dealing with vessels from 
far distant ports, as to the health of which 
it is impossible for the superintendent of 
quarantine to have reliable inlormation. 

"The qttarantin© superintendent 
should at all times, however, keep him- 
self informed aa to the state of, health 
not only in the coast citipa of' Puget 
Sound, "but in all the states contributory 
tothetratlic of those cities, so that in 
the event of disease becoming epidemic 
at any point from which it might be com- 
municated through the medium of these 
steamers he could immediately advise 
your departmentof the necessity of mak- 
ing close Inspection of these steamers — 
if necessary appointing a competent phy- 
sician in each city to do the work 
promptly and thoroughly. 

V I would therefore strongly advise 
that coasting ^ssels from ports in the 
United States on Puget Sound should be 
relieved from the operation of the quar- 
antine regulations except as above in- 
stanced ; and should by any poaaibility a 
vessel reach one of the British Columbia 
ports without necessary inspection hav 
ing been made, the Collector of Customs 
at that port, if he deemed it necessary, 
might act in accordance with section IJl 
of your regulations. 

"Colliers are |)eculiarly situated, and 
though frequently coming from a con- 
siderably distance are in a position <li.s- 
sirnilnr to that of other foreign shipiung. 
They carry no jiassengers ; their mission 
is simply to i;o to the colliery and take 
cargo; ami their crew who are during 
the stay at the colliery employed in load- 
ing the ship, do not, from all the in- 
formation which I have been able to 
obtain, mingle with the community. 
So that if provided with clean billa of 
health from their porta of Jepartm-e, 
coUieiB on arrival they do not in reality 
rcq II ire to be aubjected to rigid inspection 
as do other classes of foreign shipping. 

" Incoming sailing vessels are as a fact 
in a position very similar to that of 
steamers in regard to their relation to 
the cpiarantine, If they come in under 
sail for any British Columbia port they 
almost invariably come to anchor in the 
Koyal Koadfi, coiitiguous to the William 
Head station, so tliat the work of in- 
spection is greatly facilitated. If towed 
in, they are in the same position as 
steamers. The objection has been 
raised that a vessel having towed in 
from Cape Flattery, at the entrance to 
the Straita.witli an American tug, must, 
if she is inspected at William Head, be 
relinquished by such tug and secure a 
Canadian bottom for the tow to her port of 
destination. This difliculty may be easily 
avoided by the making of the inspection 
while the vessel proceeds — so long ns the 
tug and her tow are not compelled to 
drop anchor, the shipping concition 
cited, I am informed by Collector Milne, 
O.M.G., would not apply. 

" Aa to the disinfection of baggage 
frotrj the Orient. Soon after beiug 
placed in charge of this statiorj by the 



deputy minister of agriculture I received 
from iiim copies of communications 
passed between the late superintendent 
of quarantine here and the department 
in wliieh the former stated that ho waa 
disinfecting ship's baggnge from China 
and Japan. The letter from the depart- 
ment conQrmed his action. 

" I at once replied, informing the de- 
partment that the late superintendent 
seemingly did notdeem auch disinfection 
necessary, since he bad not been making 
it up to the date of his'deceaae', and that 
until 1 recalved' furilier ordera from the 
department I ' should pursue the same 
course of action aa my predecessor — 
which was to have all vessels from the 
East call at William Head and make 
a close inspection of crews and 
passengers. Since that time 1 have re- 
ceived from the department no instruc- 
tions to disinfect. I have thoroughly 
adhered to this lino of action and insist- 
ed on all steerage passengers being vac- 
cinated, stripping them to the waist for 
inspection. 

" AVhen medical health officer for the 
city of Victoria, the city clerk and my- 
self sent a joint-communication to the 
government, urging them to have all 
such baggage disinfected before entering 
the Dominion. ■ Some time later I wrote 
to the health officials in Hongkong to 
aacertain if disinfection of steerage bag- 
gage might not be done before such bag- 
gage was recelred by the transportation 
company ; and in conversation with' Dr. 
LowBon, who had chiirgeot theaaopted 
measures by which the bubonic plague 
was stamped out in Hongkong, I learned 
that he was strongly of opinion that 
steerage bageago should at ull times be, 
aa T suggested, stei'lized before being 
received on board ship. This might 
very easily be arranged and the 
result would be a saving of no inconsid- 
erable extent in both time and monev 
to the transportation companies. My 
suggestion was that at each port a suit- 
a'ole room should be provided and a 
reliable medical man engaged to receive 
the baggage, see tu its thorough disin- 
fection, making a nominal charge of say 
twenty-five cents to each and provide 
the intending passenger with a certi- 
ficate as to his baggage having passed 
disinfection, the production of which 
certificate would be necessary to enable 
him to obtain hie ticket. 

"Tlie advantages of this plan would 
be in the first place the removal of the 
great proportion of risk ; in the second 
the protection of the health of thia coun- 
try and of the tranaportation companies; 
in the ttiird the avoidance of all delays 
that would be occasioned by disinfection 
of baggage on arrival ; and„in the fourth 
place the putting upon the disease car- 
rier of the cost of disinfection. 

" I may say that the various trans- 
portation companies have expressed 
their hearty sympathy with the plan 
sugcested, and I see nothing to prevent 
its being carried to an early and thor- 
oughly satisfactory conclusion. The ad- 
vantages of this method of treatment 
commend themselves, I believe, to all 
the leading roalical authorities of the 
Orient, aa well aa to those directly in- 
terested at this side of the water." 

As to Dr. Eraser's appointment as port 
quarantine officer, it is in the natural 
course of events— that the municipal 
health ofiicer and the port quarantine 
officer should be one.

THE CUBAN QUESTION. 

Agreemenl Practically Concluded Regarding 
Terms to InsurgLiits— Treaty ol" Com- 
merce With the U. S. 

Ni;w York:, Jan. 14. — A special to the 
World from Waahington says : An 
agreement between the United States 
and Spain regarding the terms to be 
granted tjjie Cuban insurgents has been 
practically concluded. It is neither a 
treaty nor'a diplomatic memorandum. 
It is a compact or agreement between 
the United States and Spain upon the 
terms Spain is willini; to grant the in- 
surgents. There are atill some minor 
details to be arranged and these may 
occupy at least ten days more. By the 
end of January, however, the terms 
will be complete. They will be laid be- 
fore congress in a special massage from 
President Cleveland, simultaneously to 
be promulgated in INIadrid and Havana, 
The proviaional draft of the new terms 
waa brought by Senor Pablo, who arriv- 
ed from Madrid on Monday. The terms 
inclnde not only amendments to the re- 
form law of 1895 that Spain ia now will- 
ing to grant, but also a draft of a treaty 
between Spain and the insurgents, upon 
tho signing of ' which the refo'rma 
are to go into effect. It ia ex- 
pected that General Maximo Gomez, 
and a committee of other Cuban leaders 
will meet represeiitativea of Spain at a 
time and place yet to be appointed and 
sign the treaty.

THEODORE°DURRANT. 

He May Get a New Trial— Was He Found 
Guilty to Satisfy Popular 
Clamor? 

San Fuancisco, Jan. 14.— It is rejiort- 
ed in legal circles that tho California 
Supremo court may send the Durrant 
case back for re-trial. At least one of 
the justices ia said to have openly said 
the evidenco against Durrant for the 
murder of Blanche Lamont was insuffi- 
cient to convict. He believed Duirant 
was found guilty to satisfy the popular 
clamor and if ho can infiuenco the other 
justices to the same view a new trial 
may be ordered as was done in the case 
of Dr. Milton Bowers, who now walks 
the streets a free man. Although the 
Durrant case is now under submission 
Attorney-GAierBl Fitzgerald has. not yet 
tiled his brief reply to the defendant's 
brief. When that is filed there will be 
the defendant's brief in return. Two 
months may elapse before the all im- 
portant decision of the Supreme court is 
iianded down.

The result was a surprise and will, it 
is to bo hoped, prove a salutary lesson 
to those who felt called upon to attempt 
the introduction of Dominion political 
issues into a civic campaien. It will 
lie a serious mistake of the jjeople of 
A'Icloria ever to conclude to treat the 
elRiition of the mayor and city council as 
a political matter. The administration 
of the affairs of a city ought to be con- 
ducted upon business principles. It is 
only a business matter any way, and 
there would be quite as much propriety 
in iiitrodnciiig politics into the election 
of tlie directors of any commercial cor- 
poration as there is in doing so in the 
choice of officials who occupy similar re- 
lations towards the taxpayers. 

With a new mayor and a city council 
composed for the most part of new 
material the citizens have a right to ex- 
pect some new departures in the man- 
ai;etnent of their afl'aira. ?.Iicroscopic 
examination id not necessary to dis- 
e iver ways and means of givinu; the peo- 
ple a more efficient service without any 
increase of expense. Mayor-elect Red- 
fern has ready at hand many opportuni- 
ties of making a record for himself. 



ellbrts, both at home and in Australia, 
are due the overcoming of obstacles and 
the avoidance of friction in the joint ar- 
rangements for the triple co-operation 
necessary for the success of the Pacific 
cable echemo. 

It ia an axiom" that the mails follow 
the cable routes, and that the third and 
fourth steps in the progress are the pas- 
senger and freight traffic's over the same 
lines. Upon what this means for the 
prosperity and progress of Victoria, it 
is not necessary to enlarge. 

THE ENLARGEMENT 

OF MANITOBA. 

The proposal to enlarge the Province 
of Manitoba by adding to it Eastern 
Assiniboia is not received with favor by 
the people of that territory, if the Mooso* 
min Spectator correctly voices their sen- 
timents. This ia a matter which does not 
very much concern the other provinces. 
It does not matter much to the people of 
British Columbia, for example, whether 
thp area of Manitoba is 75,000 or 100.000 
square miles or its population 150,000 or 
175,000. At the same time all Canadians 
want to see the people of all parts of the 
Dominion fairly dealt with, and if 
the residents of Aaainiboia do 
not desire to be absorbed by 
Manitoba their wishes are entitled 
to consideration unless it can be shown 
that the benefits to the Dominion as a 
whole outweigh them. The Toronto 
Globe seems to favor the pronosal, it's 
chief reason being that the machinery 
of iManitoba " is ample for a province 
of twice its size," aud the Cilobe thinks 
this " touches the root of ^he whole 
matter." But this reason would be 
eijually valid if it were proposed to com- 
pel the three Maritime Province^ to 
ainalgamoto into one, and this would 
surely not bo attempted if the people of 
any one of them were unwilling. What 
would hold good of New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia or Prince Edward Island in 
this regard ought to hold good of Aaaini- 
boia. If the time were ripe for the 
establishment of provincial governments 
in the territories it might be that an 
extension of the boundaries of lihinitoba 
would be desirable ; but with such liglit 
as we have on the subject at i)resent it 
seems as if the contemplated absorption 
of a part of Assiniboia by the prairie 
province would be a one-sided arrange- 
ment altogetlior. 



THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

I'robably within two yenrs, almost 
ctM tainly within three years, Victoria 
will be the terminus of the longest sub- 
marine cable in the world, an important 
station on the one great exclusively 
IJritish line of communication between 
tlio heart of the Empire and its most 
distant extroiiiiliea. While the saga- 
cious and clear-headed statesmen— both 
Imperial and Colonial — who have in 
comparatively so brief a period carried 
successfully to the point of actual ma- 
terial commencemeni, one of the greatest 
schemes in which the united 
energy and rcaources ot the Imii- 
pire are to be concerned, evidently 
realize the far-reaching significance of 
what the success of the enterprise 
means, it seems to us that but a small 
section of tho Canadian press or people 
\mn [rrasi)ed the iirand features of the 
jiropoaition. The Pacific cable is tho 
first material manifestation of the fact 
that the British Empire is really an en- 
tirety in tho movement of its scattered 
parts ; that although absolutely inde- 
pendent in all their local arrangements, 
their organizations are one for all Im- 
perial necessities, and that in the latter 
respect a note struck in either its centre 
or extremities awaken iiii iiuinediato and 
responsive chord in every other part. 

First suggested by an eminent Can- 
adian, the idea of a Pacific cable, to be 
constructed and owned jointly by the 
Imperial, the Canodian and the Austral- 
ian governments, appeared chimerical 
even to the most ardent believers in the 
possibility of that great BritiHh Feder- 
ation, the rough outlines of whicli wore 
first sketched by that stalwart English 
fttateaman, the late Bt. Hon. W. E. 
Forster. The enterprise to which we 
are now referring is one of the first 
fruits of that great idea of his, and is 
liul 5in indication of the still 
greater achievomeuts yet to come. 
Cinada and Canadian statesmen 
Inive more than done their share, 
aud to Sir Mackenzie Bowell's wise 



EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

A CONVENTION of "citizens from all 
parts of the province " is called to meet 
at New Westminster .on tho 27lh inet., 
to discuss " cheap money tor farmers."! 
This will be n case of love's labor lost, j 
There are many things which conven- ] 
tioQS of citizens can discuss with profit 
and with some hope of being able to 
give effect to their concluaions, but the 
problem of providing cheap money for 
larmera, or ivuy one else, is not one of 
them. Many experiments have been 
tried in tlie way of furnishing the people 
with clioaj) money, but the experience 
of all countries has been that the cheaper 
the money is at the bsginning the dearer 
it is in the end. The word cheap " is 
only a relative one. Most of the farmers 
who borrowed money on mort- 
gage or otherwise, six years ago 
thought that they obtained it cheaply 
enough at the time. Many of them 
made a mistake. Prices dropped, but 
the interest remained at the old figure, 
and the money which seemed cheap 
enough when they got it may seem dear 
now. But the farmer is not alone in 
this predicament. Tiiousands of busi- 
ness men aud property owne-'s all along 
the western coast of this continent are 
embarrassed by having to pay interest, 
which they thought was quite reason- 
able when they obtained the loans 
but is out ot proportion to earnings and 
I)rices now. It is, however, no part of 
the duty of tho government of a country 
to correct the iniscalcahitians which 
men make in their ])rivale allaira ; but 
if it were and some means could be de- 
vised of providing cheap money for the 
present, what guarantee can any one give 
that it would not mean more borrowing 
and thus lead to anew period of embar- 
rassiiient when pay day came'.' Tliero 
can be no legislative substitute for thrift 
and good judgment. 

It is not possible, no matter from 
what point of view the dismissal of Dr. 

Duncan is considered, to regard it na 
an} thing excei)t an exhibition of poli- 
tic'al parliziuishi]) and an act ot ilagrant 
injustice. Tho disniie.'ial ia allei^ed lo 
have been for cause, but with an utter 
disregard of the commonest principles 
of fair play, Dr. Duncan was never offi- 
cially informed of tlie charges against 
him and consequently never liad an op- 
portunity ot answering them. A very 
e.\.traordiiiary feature of the ca.se le men- 
tioned by Dr. Duncan in the interview 
with him printed in to-day's Ooi.oki.st. 
Information appears to have been given 
otit from the Department at Ottawct, or 
from some other quasi-authoritative 
quarter, that he was diBinisaed because 
he had released a patient just recovering 
from smallpox. It is extraordinary that 
any oflicer ot tho Canadian Government 
should be dismissed for cause without 
being given an opportunity to be beard 
on his defence; but still more extraor- 
dinary that tho nature of tho alleged 
cause should be grossly mistatcd, in a 
manner calculated to do the ollicial irre- 
parable injury. The diHinissal is a trans- 
action which reflects little credit upon 
the department which ' ordered it, and 
still less upon the iioliticians who en- 



gineered it. An open avowal that the 
act was the result of political exigencies 
would have been far more, dtjcent and 
would have the merit of being true. 

A KT.iTE.MENT comes from Rome, to the 
efl'ect that the month ot February will 
see the Cuban r.ebelli9n.,^roUght to a 
close and the authority of Spain re- 
established. The civilized world will 
hail such a result with pleasure, not be- 
cause tho rule of Spain in Cuba has been 
anything like an approach to what it 
ought to be, Ibut because no other solu- 
tion of the matter ^eema to be possible.' 
An independent republic of Onba would 
be a travesty upon government. The 
annexation of the island by the United 
States would mean grave foreign compli- 
cations and possibly a serious war in 
which France aud Germany might take 
part with the hope of acquiring new 
territory. The Cuban question cannot 
be solved by any stroke of policy. It is 
the result of human slavery. It is the 
harvest of two centuries of crime against 
humanity. That whatsoever a man sow- 
eth that shall he also reap is as true of 
nations as of individuals. 

SKcai.;T.\uv Oi,ni:v says that the new 
arbitration treaty i)ractically makes 
Great Britain bn ally of tho United 
States for the maintenance of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. In view of the fact that 
the Monroe doctrine owes its origin to 
George Canning, one of the greatest 
statesmen that I'lngland ever produced, 
this claim does not seem so unreason- 
able ivi it might at (h'st siglit appear. 
Indeed, less than a year ago a very high 
British autliority said that the Imperial 
government was as much concerned in 
enforcing the spirit of the Monroe doc- 
trine as the United States could possibly 
be, a proposition which ceases to bo re- 
markable when we reflect that the Bri- 
tish Empire ia territorially the greatest 
American power. 

The Kootenaian credits Mr. Speaker 
Higgins with having concealed about his 
person divers and sundry revolutionary 
intentiona in regard to provincial poli- 
tics. As the catastrophe which it is 
alleged he is going to precipitate is, 
according to our contemporary, not duo 
until after the next election, it need not 
at present cause^ any great degree of 
anxiety. 

AsD so the Pope proposes to let Mr. 
Liurierand the Quebec hierarchy settle 
their political difTerences without his 
interference. It ought not to have been 
necessary for the premier of a British 
Colony to have sent to Rome to find this 
out.

CORNER GOVERNMENT 

AND JOHNSON BTBBETS. 



In connection witli the present 
son's seal hunting in the Behring sea an 
interesting experiment is to be made by 
Captain Balcom, of the Zillah May. It 
is nothing leas than the bringing all the 
way from the .-Vtlantic coast of a crew of 
Ka.storn Indian hunters, expert spear 
men of long experience in the pursuit of 
the porpoise and the hair seal, whom it 
is expected will prove equally succeBsful 
in the capture of the latter'o aristocratic 
cousin. Captain Balcom leaves lor Nova 
Scotia to engage hi.s men ne.x:t Sunday, 
having made up his mind to bring back 
with him fourteen canoea ajid men to 
man them from .the fj^mous Mic-mac 
tribe. The result will be watched with 
peculiar interest, UOt alone by the seal- 
era, but by all to whom the study of 
human nature in its various types pos- 
aes.sea faseiuation. 

The ;Mic-iuacs, liesides being fearless 
and experienced hunters afloat, have a 
tribal history that is inaoparable from 
that of Canada — a record of martial 
triumphs in wars waged against the 
mighty Mohawks and other eciually 
powerful nations before the white men 
came; a narrative inseparable from 
Acadian history in which the tribe 
Droved valiant allies of he whites. 
Physically, the Mic-macs are considered 
taller than any of the Pacific Coast In- 
dians ; they are, too, stalwart and well 
developed as a race, and adapt them- 
selvea as readily to the arts of peace as 
in the days of old they did to warlike 
deeds. Whether or not they will find 
the Pacific Coast more to their taste 
than the land of their forefathers, 
and will adopt British Golum- 
bia as their home, remains for 
time to disclose. If they should 
do EO their example might bo of 
immense ad vantage to the native tribes. 
It ig expected that the Xillali May's 
crew will bring tlieir canoea with them 
— special, high-ended craft of liirchhark, 
so light that portages involve no special 
exertion, while strong and well con- 
structed to ride the roughest water. 
Should the Mic-macs prove as capable 
hunters in the Pacific as they are in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, the Bay of Fundy 
and the Bale des Chalenra the siwashes 
will have to look to their laurels; there 
are no bettor or surer spearmen among 
the native races of the Atlanticseaboard, 
and no more courageous watermen. 
CAi-rM.v Nirinii. is missini;. 
Captain Niofiol, master of the British 
ship Scottish Isles is niissiiiL'. and ac- 
cording to reports from Port Townsend 
it ia believed Ite has been drowned. His 
ship was here only a shortinie ago, and 
having loaded Inmbur at Port lUaUely is 
now ready to sail for South Atrica from 
Port Townsend. Since arriving on tlie 
Sound he has had much trouble with the 
crew. The men would neither work, re- 
ceive their discharges nor go to sea, and 
the trouble was being investigated by 
Consul Klocker until the captain him- 
Fclf i!rop]ied " out of sight," It seems 
to be tlie opinion that while temporarily 
derangeii ho went upon tied; and 
jumped overbounl. He liad not over- 
indulged in lii.|uor and appearcil to be in 
his cuytomary iiiooil — (|uietand th(5nght- 
ful. I [1 Boino lliimrs he poaaeased pe(;u- 
liar ideas, as the peo])le of Victoria will 
remember. Ho was a strict vegetarian, 
and of a retiring disposition, about 48 
years old, and English by birth.

FLED FROM THE PLAGUE. 

Hair the Population Has Deserted Bombay 
—The Cemeteries Filled to Overllow- 
ing— Corpses on the Streets. 

Bombay, Jan. 14. — Over half the popu- 
lation, estimated at about ilOO.OOO, lias 
lied from the plague and the erstwhile 
crowded streets, docks and bazaars are 
unrecognizable. Ijusiness is at a stand- 
still, the money lenders have vanished, 
courts are deserted, and the judges and 
olheials have gone to a healthier clime. 
i\lany native doctors, grailuates of col- 
leges, have fled and those remaining re- 
fuse to attend plague cases, or when 
tbev do attend them, will not touch the 
sutlererB, dreading contagion. Clerks 
and others whose vocations call them to 
the city have fled to the suburban 
stations', where p^ple mostly live in 
thatched liuta. It is estimated that 800,- 
000 people are encamped at Anthire 
from whence they will soon be forced to 
iiiigrato owdng to the lack of water 
and sanitary arrangcjiienta threatening 
cholera. The cemeteries are already 
liUcil to overllowing and the wind is 
sprcadiiitr the contagion. The nights are 
made liuleoiia l.y cynil'al.i ami melaii- ! 
cliolv (lirgcH. Often diHiculty i.-i exfieri- 
euce'd in Lmrying tlie dead, friends and 
relative.i reiusiiig to carry the corpaea. j 
In siiuui instances women assisted in ^ 
carrying them. A large number of; 
corjiaes remain at the tower burial jilace. ; 
Corpses have been found in the strcetH. ' 
The official returns show that up to yes- ! 
terday evening there were l.lUil cases of ! 
bubonic plagne and 2,355 deaths from ' 
the disease.

SMALLPOX IN CUBA. 

The Epidemic Extending Eastward ia an 
Alarming Manner. 

IIav.v.na, Jan. 14.— La Lucha urges the 
municipal and provincial authorities to 
take energetic and efTeclivo steps to pre- 
vent the spread of the present epidemic 
of smallpox which it says is extending 
eastward in an alarming manner, adding 
" the present indiflference is more than 
criminal, permitting sinallfwx to cause 
as many deaths as it did yesterday, when 
out of all those who died thirty-nine per 
cent, were carried oflf by smallpox."

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THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

How It Is ReBarded by a Friend of Canada 
in England. 

TotiiuEditoii:— lam not only a constant 
reader of the Colonist, but am also in- 
tereflted in the welfare of the Dominion 
of Canada, and it hurts my feelings to 
see her drifting into error and exposing 
hereelf to the contemptuous criticism of 
the outside world. 

This Manitoba school question is one 
■which calls forth an amount of hostile 
comment which tella against Canada as 
a colony and Oanadiane as a people. It 
is difficult to approach the subject in 
anything like a aerious spirit. The mat- 
ter' is 80 simple that it is (excuse the 
word) ludicrous to think there = can bo 
any but one mode oi dealing with it. 

It is not a question of liKe or diaUke 
to a system of secular Bchooling; it is 
simply one of common honestv binding 
upon Canada independently of political 
or religious feeling. It is the fulfilment 
or nou-fullilment of a pledge which has 
been given by Canada as a body, and so 
definitively settled- by the highest 
judicial authority. 

" Repudiation " is an ugly word, and 
unfortunately it is not the llrst tiuie that 
Canada has been reluctant to perform a 
solemn contract. British Columbians 
•will remember that the Dominion having 
once acquired British Columbia as a 
constituent province did its best fur a 
long time to shuflle out of the obligation 
to build the Canadian Pacific railway, 
until fortunately for her credit, wiser 
councila prevailed . 

In the teeth of the judgment of the 
Privy Council it is too late in tho day to 
deny that the Roman Catholic schools 
of ilanitoba have the right to their 
promised aid from Manitoba directly, 
and from the Dominion of Canada in- 
directly; and one would have thouiilit 
that, tiiis being so, no one possessed 
with a spirit of common fairness would 
raise a hand, or a voice, in opposition to 
the simple cry for justice. 

Individuals are to be found who en- 
deavor by every pretext in their power 
to evade the payment of an admitted 
debt, or the performance of an admitted 
contract; but to say that such an indi- 
vidual is a gentleman or an honest man 
is impossible, and in like manner the 
colony or the province that will not 
comply with its bargain lays itself open 
to the derisive contempt of the world. 
sGanada.iB a colony of sufficient im- 
portance, to challenge the attention of 
the British public, and they are desirous 
that their couaina in the colonies should 
■jbtear duch'a cbaractef for common sense, 
honesty and honor as may win tl'ie ap- 
probation of the world ; and your read- 
ers may like it or not, but it is a fact 
that this Manitoba school question is a 
thorough discredit to Canada, and in- 
clines only too many to think Canadians 
who are even discussing the school mat 
ter in a spirit of compromise, as if it 
were an open question, are (to put it 
emphatically) either deficient in intel- 
ligence, or wilfully disregard what is just 
and right. 

I have not touched on the political or 
denominational aspect of this question. 
Personally I am neither a Roman Catho- 
lic nor am I practically interested in 
Canadian politics. 

The outside world looks upon Canada 
as a colony of sufficient rank in the scale 
of nations to be answerable for what its 
government does— a government raised 
to power by the voice of a majority of its 
constituents ; nor does it mend tho mat- 
ter that the discomfiture of the Roman 
Catholics in Manitoba is probably not 
displeasing to the bulk of the Canadian 
people, but a wrong is not the leas a 
wrong because it is backed by numbers ; 
such a wrong will rankle, and it is no 
slight matter to alienate the affections of 
many thousands of indignant Roman 
Catholics. Canada has promised and 
Canada must perform. 

It may be conceded that in the aver- 
age man some amount of error and mis- 
apprehension is pardonable, but when 
we find those who ilirect the councils of 
the Dominion, on the one hand, and of 
the province of Manitoba, on the other, 
presumably men of "light and leading," 
combining together to evade the per- 
iformance of a contract, behind the backs 
of the party principally concerned, it is 
hard to conceive that political dishonesty 
can go much further. 

From what I read in your valuable 
paper, your views are much the same 
as those here expressed ; but what I 
would wish your readers more particu- 
larly to bear in mind is that the con- 
duct of the Canadians as a people, and 
in particular the conduct of IhoHO min- 
isters who now guide the destinies of 
Canada, is mean to a degree, and goes 
fur to discredit her in the eyes of the 
world.

To THE Editou ; — I have never been an 
admirer of tho doctrine: " Let us do 
evil tliat good may corns of it," and that, 
seems to me to be the tenor of " Went- 
worth Sard's " letter of some days back 
on the subject of the proposed Admiralty 
House. Debt is a disgraceful evil, and 
that alone ought to pnt a atop'to all fur- 
ther talk as to the city of Victoria tak- 
ing upon itself the luxury of helping to 
build an Admiralty House. 

I deny altogether that this is one of 
the "duties " of the city; and I reiter- 
ate that the city of Victoria has no right 
to indulge in such pleasing luxurie;i as 
long as the civic finances are in such an 
unsatisfactory state. Tlie reajona that, 
years ago, made tho Imperial govern- 
ment select EequiiTuilt as the headquar- 
ters of the Admiral are surely as forcible 
novy as then, and it is scarcely less than 
an insult to tiiat government to suppose 
that, if the bonus of an Admiralty House 
is refused, it is going to reverse ita policy 
and ita plans of many yeara, and, hey, 
presto! up anchor 1 and off to Vancou- 
ver. 

I do not really think we need as yet 
class the Imperial government amongst 
those trade undertakings which very 
Often change tlieir site for business 
premises, if the required bonus is not 
forthcoming. I fancy strategic reasons 
will weigh a little hit with the Im))erial 
government if ever such a change of 
iieadquartera lor admiral, fleet and stores 
should bo proposed to it. 

The proper place for an admiral is 
surely on board his ship; but if the Im 
perial government considers it necessary 
for any reason that he should have a 
houee, have we any reason to doubt that 
funds will be placed at the disposal of 
the " proper authoriiiea " for such an 
object? For I by no means loft this 

Question to "anybody or everybody"; 
would leave it to the " proper author- 
ity " in this cjiae, the Imperaal govern- 
ment.

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MINING MACHINERY. 

Canadian Enterprise, Skill and Energy May 
Be Relied on to Supply tlie 
Demands. 

[From the Ncw«-Advortlter.l 

From a ^ragraph in an Eaalern news- 
paper it appears that a meeting of min- 
ing engineers and otiier will bo held 
shortly in Montreal in advocacy of the 
removal of the duty on imported mining 
machinery, \yhiie wo have no douli- 
that the movers in thia matter are 
actnated solely by what they consider 
is for the interest of an industry destined 
to be one of the most important in 
Canada, we have no hesitation in saying 
that they are pursuing a policy not in 
accord with the real interests of Cana- 
dian indastry and enterprise. In their 
excess of zeal for one branch of enter- 
prise they would, if they should succeed 
in achievinR tlieir aim, strike a dis- 
astrous, perliapa, a fatal blow at an- 
other industry winch is likely within 
the next few years, if given a reasonable 
chance of existence, to assume large 
proportions, afford em|3loynienl directly 
to thousands of Canadian workmen and 
indirectly — in the increased demand for 
coal, iron, steel and other materials— to 
aa many more; make Canadian iniiie- 
■owners independent of foreign countries 
for the macliinery they require and keep 
at home, to the enrichment of our own 
people and the building up of our 
towns, large sums of money which, un- 
der an opposite policy, will go to other 
countries. 

We are well aware that some years ago 
there was a concensus of opinion that 
the remission of the duty on imported 
juining machinery of a class not manu- 
factured in Canada, was a policy likely 
to be of great value to the development 
01 the mining industry, and wo believed 
then that such a view was sound. ' At 
that time mining was jiractically a new 
industry in the dominion— thivt is as 
eomnared with the progress it had at- 
tained in the Western States. (Quartz 
mining was almost unknown in British 
Columbia, since anything attempted 
in that way was of so insignifi- 
cant a character as scarcely to call 
for notice. But it was held by those 
most competent to express an o])inion 
on the subject that tiiis province had 
potential resources iu her quartz ledges 
which were destined to make her rich 
" bevond the dreams of avarice," and 
that anything and everything should be 
done which could aid m the efforts to 
give tangible proof of that anticipation. 
Wiyi such an aim the temporary remis- 
sion of the duty on mining machinery 
was not only reasonable but almost ne- 
cessarv. It was not commercially pos- 
sible tor Canadian manufacturers to en- 
gage in the production of machinery, the 
demand for which would necessarily— in 
the then condition of the mining indus- 
try—be so restricted as not to make it 
worth the while of any firms to devote 
their attention to such a class of ma- 
chinery. Nor, had they done SO, would 
it have been possible for them, with such 
a limited market as Canada then could 
have afforded, to compete with their 
American rivals in that special class of 
machinery, even though they had the 
protection df a duty much higher than 
was imposed on Bach machinery. 

But the situation has entirely changed 
since then. The Dominion is to-day 
recognized as already a mininR field of 
no small importance among the coun- 
tries of tlie world, producing both _ the 
precious and the base metals, and it is 
believed by many that before many 
years Canada will occupy a foremost 
position in that respect. The initial 
ditlicullies in the prosecution of the 
industry have been overcome, Confi- 
dence in our possession of mineral wealth 
is entirely established; capital is flowing 
in to aid its development; a demand for 
all the mechanical and other appliances 
necessary to that end is eatablialied and 
their production should add anoilier and 
a most important one, to the branches 
of industrial enterprise which all'ord 
legitimate fields for Canadian capital 
and effort. Scores of complete equip- 
ments an) already in operation or order- 
ed for British Columbia mines; hun- 
dred" of stamp mills will, it is asserted, 
bo in operation in tlie Western Ontario 
gold liolds within a few years. 

Already several manufacturing firms 
in Eastern Canada have turned their at- 
tention to the production of such ma- 
chinery, and at least one prominent 
American company making mining 
machinery has made arrangements with 
a Canadian firm to manufacture its 
Bpecialties on thia side of the boundary. 
From the evidence in our possession 
there is no reason to believe that in a 
short time the Canadian articles will not 
be produced and sold as cheaply as those 
in the United States, while some of them 
are already offered at lower prices than 
they are i=old at in Chicago. Now that 
a market is assured to them, Canadian 
enterjiriae, skill anil energy may be re- 
lied oil to supply it Eatisfactorily. But 
we must be. careful leat unwise legisla- 
tion permit the forcitrn manufacturer to 
make Canada a diimpiiig place for iiis 
surplus stock, hs has been the case in 
other lines. As ibo late Hon. Mr. Duna- 
muir said some years ago, in the course 
of a discussion in the legislature, as aoon 
as th(! market was assured, we should 
liiul our own people capable of supply- 
in<' it, and that forecast is now being 
fulfilled. ^ „ 

Even if, for a time, Canadian machin- 
ery should cost a little more than that 
im|)orted from the United States, if the 
ilutv were remitted on the latter, that 
would be of no aerious detriment or re- 
tardation to our mining industry. A 
few tlionsand dollars additional cost— 
and that is all it could amount to in llir 
largest plants— in the equipment of a 
mine, will not check the mining indus- 
try as every experienced mineownor will 
admit. But letting loose American com- 
petition against the jjroinising now field 
for Canadian enterprise, which ia now 
being opened in the manufacture of 
mining machinery, is a course which 
should meet with strong opposition from 
-every believer in the policy of 'the 
Canadian market for the Canadian pro- 
• ducer."

THE NICABAGUA CANAL. 

Consideration of the Calirfmia Resolution 
Asking for Legislation on the 
Subject. 

Se.atti.e, Jan. 14. — At a meeting of the 
chamber of commerce yesterday after- 
noon a telegram was submitted: A 
telegr.tm was received from tlie San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, sipned 
by Hugh Craig, president, and William 
M. Marcy, secretary, suggesting that the 
local body wire Speaker Reed to allow a 
hearing of the Nicaragua canal bill. 
Tlie action was undoubtedly suggested 
to other boards of trade and eliambera of 
commerce on the Paciflo coast, but owing 
to the fact that tlie time having passed 
for the effect of such a telegram, the 
chamber decided to draft a memorial on 
the subject. 

The matter of the Nicaragua canal 
came up again in a communication from 
Edward r.erwick, calling attention to 
the matter, as it ia at present before the 
California scnato and house. Mr. Der- 
wiclc also inclosed a copy of the resolu- 
tion and said that the action of the Cali- 
fornia legislature would be transmitted 
to congress. The suggestion is offered 
that it would bo a good idea to place the 
matter, as disposed of by the Chamber 
of Commerce, in the hands of patriotic 
and pushing members of the legislature, 
that similar action might be taken in 
the state of Washington. The form of 
the California resolution is as foUowa : 

•' Whereas, The Paeiflo Coast states of 
the T'nion iiave been suffering arrested 
dovelopin»!nt caused by commercial iso- 
lation ; anil 

" Wlieioas, This commercial isolation 
would be overcome by tlie construction 
of the Nicaragua canal, and tin- rapid 
develoiinientof these statea be roiiaaured ; 
and 

Whereas, The construction of thia 
canal would inure to the general benelit 
of every partof the United States in ijro- 
moting' commerce and tho restoration of 
our commercial marine, making lho(.4iilf 
of Mexico the centre of world navigation 
and also doubling the efficiency of our 
navy; and 

" Whereas, The expense of the under- 
taking may be met by a bond issue, re- 
payable by a sinking fund of one-half of 
1 per cent, set aside annually from canal 
tolls, so that no burden of increased tax- 
ation is probable, but rather the acquis- 
ition ot a remunerative property, seeing 
tlio Sue/, canal pays 15 to I'J percent, an- 
nually ; be it 

" Resolved, By the senate of the state 
ot Calitorniii, the assembly thereof con- 
curring, that we instruct our senators 
and urgently reiiuest our representatives 
in congress from thia state that they use 
every means in their power to eflect such 
legislation as to assure the immediate 
building of the Nicaragua canal, said 
canal to be 'built.ownedand operated by 
the United States.' 

" Resolved, That the governor bo re- 
quested to transmit so each of our sena- 
tors and representatives in congress 
from this state a copy ot these resolu- 
tions." 

The communication and draft of the 
California resolution wei;o referred to the 
committee on legislation.

There 
were, however, no serious inisliaps, as 
those who got into the harbor were fish- 
ed ont and tiie affray between the Ger- 
mans and British wna more in the nature 
of a street row between men who had 
partaken a little too freely, than of real 
significance.

A Ballot That Fails to Be Secret- 
Elections iu Sister 
Cities. 



During the current year the affairs ol 
the city of Victoria will be i^oiidiictL'd by 
a council composed of 3Ir. Oliarlea !■;. 
liudfern, its ninyor, and Mcsei's. A. Ci. 
iMcCandleas, Jloaea MuGregor, John 
JCiusman, Alesaader Stewart, John 
Partridge, Louie Vipelius, John Hall, J, 
-B, Harrison and William Wilson — uf 
members of the aklerinanic board. The 
three wards of tlae city will remain ns at 
present deliiied, and tlio school trustees 
will include among their nuni bcr another 
lady member, Mrs. David Jenkins and 
Dr. Lewis Hall having been choaen to 
till tbe vacancies created by the retire 
ment in their course of Trustees J. B, 
Lovell and Henry Saunders, and Trustee 
Charles Hayward being once more con- 
firmed as a member of the body to whom 
is left the direction of local educational 
affairs, on hia ollering hlmselJ for re- 
election. 

Such, in brief, ia the result of yester- 
day's contest in tlie city — a rssult which 
gives very frcneral satisfaction, p:irticu- 
hirly aa it; may bo taken as a jjractical 
rebud' to tboi-e wlio sonj;lit to introduce 
into municipal allaird the forei;;!! ele- 
ment of Dominion politics. The conipo- 
Bition of the council baa undergone a 
very material change, but two meiubors 
of the old bonrJ liaving been returned, 
although live aldermen and the mayor 
sought re-election. .31r. John Macmil- 
lan, who in IS'M beaded the poll in the 
North Ward and had recorded for liiin 
the heaviest vote of any candidate for 
the council, this year finds himself 
chosen to Btay at home, a drop from 
i42 votes to 894 expressing the changed 
opinion of the public,* wnile Sir, A. O. 
McCandleES this year is the lion of the 
v,-nrd with 712 votes polled lor him — tlie 
heaviest ahlermanic vote on record in 
the city. iMessrs. lluniplirey and Tiarks 
also tind themselves relegated to the 
shades of private life, and Messrs. J. B. 
Harrison, John flail and Louis A'iu'elius 
reappear in nuniieipal affairs, in which 
they have had experience as members of 
former coiinitils. Aid. Pi'.rlridge and 
Wilsou are the members of the "M board 
in whom the electors have e.xpreEsed 
tiieir confidence ; the "new blood " con- 
sists of Mr. A. G. McCandlesB, John 
Kinsman, Mosea McGregor and Alexan- 
der Stewart, each of whom should prove 
a vaiuiihle a(r<inivii ion. The new coun- 
cil will i)robably be sworn in to-morrow 
auJ ut ojice tnier upon their duties.

Uneventful llic Electors Turned 
Out in Force.

The polling nrrangeiuenta were excel- 
lent, and Mr. W. W.,lforthcQtt, the new 
returning officer, \ya8 at each of the 
stations in turn to see that thoy were 
liroperly carried out.

Then the tallying pro- 
ceeded with unusual rapidity, restiltB 
being popitivelj' announced before six. 

In the contest for the Mayoralty and 
for aldermanic honors in the North 
ward, the first hundred votes were a cor- 
rect indication of the complete count, the 
only change as the count pioceeded be- 
ing a lively interchange for tail-end 
iionors. In Central ward, Stewart and 
Partridge were sure from the st.".rt, and 
interest centred in the close race for 
third place between Vigelius and Uuni- 
I)hrey, the former eventually wiuniui; 
out by 2G votes. In tho South ward 
a very similar struggle developed 
between W'ilson and Tiarks, lirat 
the one and then the other 
having ttie lead, hut the veteran finally 
drawing ahead with 10 votes to the good. 
The trustee election, too, was for a time 
very nuicii of a guesBWork iiropositioii, 
though it ended aa public opinion seem 
ingly anticipated. 

The pro])erty owners as they voted for 
their respective (candidates were ii' 
given opportunity to express themselves 
as to the advisability of re-defining the 
city wards, upon tho basis of the by-law 
of which Alderman Marchant was the 
father, and which is now familiar to 
evervone.

iiie New Council and Their Unsiiccessnil 
Rivals at the Declaration of 
.tlie Pollh.; 

'Though tho elections had been very 
(juiet, tlie i)eoplo seemed to gather en- 
thusiasm as the day woio on and when 
tho time drew near for the results to be 
declared a largo crowd gathered outside 
the i)olico court chambers, anxious f(jr 
admission. At eiglit o'clock the re- 
turning oflicertook his seat at tho magi- 
Btrate's desk, and ordered the doord 
opened, a \yave of humanity swee})iiig 
in, overflowing the standing" sjiace and 
even sending some of the more venture- 
some to perches of vantage on tho 
tops of tho polling booths. The 
reaults havinir lieen given out. the 
c^o^yd shouted " liedferii," and cheered 
lustily when tho mayor-elect mounted 
the platform and bowed his acknowl- 
edgements. 

Mr. Jicdfern could hardlv find words 
to express his gratitude for the honor 
conferred upon hini. He referred to tho 
fact that ho had once before lilled the 



eay his, parting words to the electors, 
They had been good "enough, he said, to 
relieve him of the roBponBibilitiea of 
office. " And though defeated," he con- 
tinued ' emiling, "I am not beaten." 
He had the gratification of knowing as 
lie gave up bis trust that everything was 
ill as good shape aa possible— tlieie was 
a iiood council elected, and a surplus in 
the treasury. As Mr. Kedfcrn had said, 
there had not been any hard feeling be- 
tween tlncni. 

"Mr. lledfern and myself," ho re- 
marked, " have been rivals but not op- 
jionentH, and 1 ho)io he v.ill have a very 
auccesstul year." 

'The apeaker had also a. good wi"d for 
j\Ir. Northcott, tho returning oflic , and 
declaretl that tho arrangements ..t tho 
polling places were the best he hau eve|' 
seen at any election in the province. 

As Mr. Beaven stepped from the plat- 
form he and I\layo*r-elect Bedfern stiook 
hands cordially, the crowd cheering in 
aympatby. 

Mr. A. G. McCandless, who stood at 
tho head of the poll for aldermen in 
North ward, liad his turn next, and gave 
thanks to tho electors for roturning him 
\]y a larger majority than had over be- 
fore been given for an alderman in Vic- 
toria. He was satlsfled with the result, 
and would do his best to deserve the 
confidence reposed in biiu. 

Mr. Mofies Mctiregor, another of the 
successful candidates In North Ward, 
thanked the ratepayers lor their votes 
and hoped by the end of tho year they 
would be so pleased with his work tliat 
next year he would be elected at the head 
of till! poll. 

Mr. John Partridge, who for a third 
time was elected iiu alderman for Centre 
Ward, e.Kpressed his thanks, and said ho 
would continue to dolus best for the city 
in the coming council. 

Mr. Louis yigelius, anotberof the new 
aldermen for Centre Ward, mentioned 
that this was the eleventh time he had 
had the pleasure of being elected a mem 
ber of the council. He would, as an al 
dernian, show favor to no man, but do 
his duty in tho best interests of the 
whole city. 

Mr. Alexander Stewart oxpreDsed'him 
self surprised that lie had been elected 
senior alderman for Centre Ward, and 
since he had been elected would carry 
out tho promises he had made when he 
entered the field. 

'The turn of the South W^1rd aldermen 
coming, Aid. Wilson jokingly remarked 
that he was one of tbe survivors of the 
Waterloo. Ho had not, like the major 
ity of the candidates in his ward, can- 
vassed from house to house, kissing the 
babies and so forth, bat when he saw 
the Wheelmen's ABSOclation- were nn 
fairly after his scaln he had done his 
best to escape defeat. He believed at 
the end of the year South Ward would 
not be sorry it had elected him. 

Jlr. John Macmillan, who had met de- 
feat in North Ward, had a parting word 
to the electors, aaying that he bowed to 
the voice of tho people and went back to 
private life with no regrets. He had 
always been an advocate of woman's 
francfiise, but this day ho liad seen 
many women go to the polls without a 
mind of their own and vote blindly a 
ticket that was i)ut into their hands. 
In saying good-bye ho thanked his 
friends and took consolation in the fact 
that he had helped to elect some of the 
candidates and that he was not alone 
in defeat, 

Sir. John Hall, an alderman-elect for 

South Ward, came in atabout this time 
and returned thanks for being placed at 
the head of tho poll in hia ward. 

Brief thanks to those who voted for 
them were given by Mr. Humjihrey and 
Mr. W^ J. Divyer, defeated candidates, 
and Mr. William Marchant, who is re- 
tiring .from tho council of '96, also had a 
little apeech to make. 

Dr. Lewis Hall as a new school trustee 
promised to do what he could to im- 
prove the educational system. 

Mr, Charles Hayward aaid that aa he 
h.ld been fourteen years in the school 
board he felt that he must wear well, 
and he was therefore the more proud of 
being again elected. When the baril 
times had compelled the school board 
last year to cut salaries, he 
had felt that they took their lives as 
trustees in their hands, and he was tlien 
actuated by a desire to do the best he 
could to protect tho people's interoBta, 
Ilia aim was to servo the cause of edu- 
csilioii and to do his duty. 

This concluding the speeches, Mavor 
Beaven moved a vote of thankn to Mr. 
W. W. Northcott, Ih.e returning odicer. 
This was secondeil hy Mr. .lohn ^lacmil- 
lan and carried. Mr. Northcott m re- 
turning thanks acknowledged tho able 
assistance he had received from the dep- 
uties and clerks under him. 

And so the municipal elections for 1807 
came to a close.

Ni:w Yoiiic, Jan. 13.— A copyrighted 
cable to the Evening Post from London 
says: "Entirely new importance has 
been given to the arbitration compact 
with the United Stales, in English- 
inon's eyea, ' by Secretarj' 01- 
ney's statement reported by the 
Chronicle's Washington corresjpondent 
that Great Britain having in the 
Venezuela treaty admitted the validity 
of the Monroe doctrine, she has now by 
the arbitration treaty become the ally of 
tiie United States in the maintonanee 
and cnforcemi'ut of that doctrine.
